You probably have heard of "Le 
QuarUer I^tin" by now. In case 
you have not, let me tell you that 
it is the official organ of Univer- 
sity 'of Montreal.- Well, what is 
University of Montreal? Every- 
body who comes to Montreal may 
see al once its buildingk, magnifi- 
cent if^ou want to know, and situ- 
ated on top of Montreal's mountain: 
the Mount-Roynl. University of 

Montreal Happens, to be the highest 
cultural Institution for Canadians 
of French language. It has a cer- 
tain renown, and maybe deserves it. 

So, If you are curious about "Lc 
QuarUer Latin" and want to know 
more about its history, special fea- 
tures, adminittraUon, etc., Just don't 
drop the article at this point I 
will try to be as explicit as pos- 
sible so you will get a clear picture 
of what it is all about. 

First of all, let mettrets the strik- 
ing difference one can but notion 
between ' students' newspapers of 
English and French language. The 
English paper has most of its pages 
consecrated to news. It resembles 
n>ore the daily paper everyone 
reads, in its presentation and con- 
tens than anything else. With, of 
coiirse, predominance given to stu- 
dents*, news and matters ■ of im- 
portance to the ^University. The 
French paper does not use the same 
formula. It gives less importance 
to news and problems of actual 
aeuteness. It has a more serene out- 
look and takes more Ume in formu- 
lating answers to (tiese problems or 
in taking ' posiUon. Both mannere 
have advantages. I wiU not decide 
which one is the best., 

"Le Quartier Latin" is published 
twice a week: Tuesday and Fri- 
day. Each number Is usually 
printed on light pages, sometimes 
12 or 16 pages. The first one con- 
tains thev leading article which is 
most of the time^ a discussion on a 
current problem, often a declara- 
tion of principles. At the bottom 
of the page, a cartoon, which usu- 
ally draws belly laughs from near- 
ly "everybody. Our good friend, 
Jacques Gagnler, is responsible for 
them. Jacquet, though, a non-stu- 
dent, hat contributed, for an in- 
definite, number of years, to the 
traditional humor of "Lc Quartier 
Latin". His witty and sometimes 
malicious drawings are known all 
over Canada. . So we were told. • 
Page two, you will find the 
news. There are not too many. 
And it is always a surprise lo us. 
It U probably due to the fact that 
we arc not a daily. News have a 
tendency to get stale it kept too 
long in desks drawers. 

On page three, four and five you 
are liable to read articles of 
quite an heterogenous nature: mu- 
sical, theatrical and cinema critics; 
poetry; short stories; informations 
of scientific interest; polemics, elc. 

Page six and seven .are reserved 
to tporU,. lo the triumphant trum- 
pets of £ucces;e«, or dispirited and 
gloomy reports of failures. 

Page eight will discuss economic; 
or problems of specific social na- 
ture. 

This order, though, is not rigor- 
ous. Sometimes circumstances will 
alter the ordinary rouUne and we 
will have a paper altogether differ- 
ent. For those who lika changes 
it is always an "aubaine". 

I would like to mention a month- 
ly feature that has its fervent 
adepts and is quite a tradition with 
"Le Quartier Latin". II is called 
"La teste bien faicte" which la an 
old French' expression often used 
by "le bon Montaigne". Questions 
of a strictly literary order are dis- 
ctused here. And it is quite seri- 
ous, believe me. The Existential- 
ism, recently, received its fair 
share of attacks and criticisms. 
Partisans of French culture like 
discussions of general ideas. They 
like to see clearly and act reason- 
ably. They do not always do. 

And now for the background of 
"Le Quartier Latin' '. pOur true an- 
cestor was l'EscholIcr" who was 
first published in 1B9S. It stayed 
only a year. Thun ':Le QuarUer 
Latin appeared in 1012. For two 
years it had difficulties in meeting 
both ends. And the beginning of 
"nie First Great War saw its dis 
appearance. It resumed publica 
tion in 1818, susUining iUalf by 
subscriptions and advertiiing up to 
1921. In 1B21, it became the offi- 
cial Journal of the Students AssO' 
elation. . There : wat a change in 
staff each year. No continuity at 
all. In 1940, a manager is nomln 
ated whose functions are to see in 
the financial matters and princi' 
pally in securing funds liy adver' 
tiding etc. This manager is at the 
tame tima administrator of the 
Studanta Aatociatioh and hit nom- 
inaUon is of a permanent nature. 

This year, 1M6, was a big revo- 
lution. A permanent : staff was 
elected by the Students Associa- 
tion. And if . you are interested, 
here is its composition: A Director, 
and an A.-i-Mstanl-Dircctor, an Edi 
tor-in-Chief, an Assistant to htm, 
a News Editor and his ^ Assistant, 
and three Delegates from the spc 
cialized . schools: ^commerce,' engi' 
ncering and beaux-arts. Tbe"Di 



rector is delegated to the Students 
Association. , 

The circulation was low at- be- 
ginning. It Is now of the order ot 
4200 subscribers ot which 3S00 are 
students. The rest belongs to dif- 
ferent parts ot the world: France, 
South' America, -Italy and in. gen- 
eral all Europe. - 

"Le Quartier 'Latin Is published 
on a column of 13 ems with a page 
of 4 columns, large size paper fold- 
ed in two. , 

Our future plana? Well, we 
hope next year to' appear in tabloid 
form and rumor says that we might 
become a daily. Who knows? 
Meanwhile we will stick to our 
slogan: "Bien faire et laisser 
braire". It .pays dlvidepds. '

Both Mits Killam 
and the Orchestra lacked confi- 
dence in the first movement, the 
Allegro, but under Mr.' Naylor's 
patient guidance the Concerto de- 
veloped until Miss Killam wat 
pitying ' conti<fently jind capably 
with that delicacy to necessary to 
the rendering of.

The Contredances Nos. T-12 ot 
Beethoven commenced the second 
halt ot the programme. ' These are 
among his lesser-known works and 
one cannot help feeling regret that 
they are not played more often, 
for they are quite charming. Spec- 
ial thanks are therefore due to Mr. 
Naylor for thit performance which 
was mott excellent. 

The programme concluded with 
the Symphony No, 40 in G minor 
by Mozert In which the discipline 
of the strings was superb, while 
the remainder of the orchestra , ac- 
quitted itself nobly. 

It is unfortunate that more time 
could not have been devoted to r<* 
hearsai. The cloie of tome, of the 
movements was marked by- 'a ditti> 
dent violin which never quite tue- 
ceeded in malntainjng the Ume tel 
by the leader. Nevertheless, it re- 
mained 'a delightful evening.

The 
Council should therefore immedi- 
ately publicly and actively encour- 
age further nominaUohs and set a 
definite date for the Election.

Actually, the Red and While 
crew was victorioui ln two of the three games, 'defeating Varsity and 
Queen's, and dropping a closely-contested struggle to the Purple and 
White of Western, who, in virtue of their five-game winning streak have 
clinched the Wilson Cage Trophy for the third successive time. 
FINAL SCORES 

In the final score department the Redmen showed up strongly, 
pasting the Varsity Blues and the Tricolour quintets 38-34 and 43-35 
respectively. The single loss was sustained at the* hands of the powerful 
Mustang five by a slim five-çoint jtiargin, 41-36. A comparison of the

From Europe, from South Amer- 
ica, from India, China, Turkey and 
Egypt students have been sent on 
scholarships to study at McGill in 
the' past ten years. Some have been 
sent -by the governmental of their 
owii countries, others by private 
organizations, and' still . others by. 
taking advantage of grants made 
by McGiU. 

The number of students in" the 
last group Is expected to increase 
next • term, as the' University- "is 
offering .a number of scholarships 
to, students, from; Allied European 
countries that were Invaded dur- 
ing .the war. Details have not been 
made, public yet, but a day's mail 
in the Administration offices brings 
letters of application from a half 
dozen nations. 

The Turkish Government has 
sent a number ot students to study 
engineering at McGiU. They took 
degrees in Mining and- Metallurgi- 
cal ^Ehgineering-Hin.xW^..-.and.. 
Someentèred with' advanced stand- 
ing due to previous study in 
Europe, and two reached Montreal 
by devious routes, escaping from 
Belgium as the Germans- invaded. 
Several did poit-graduate work at 
American universities, one man 
publishing a research paper on the 
chromite deposits of .his own - coun- 
try. All these men are under con- 
tract to work for the Turkish Gov- 
ernment for 5 years after their re- 
turn to Turkey. 

India too has sent men to study 
engineering and applied science at 
McGlU. The Indian Government is 
subsidizing graduate students in 
water power, engineering, pulp and 
paper, and agricultural chemistry. 



and more expected, including peo- 
ple sent by the Tata Foundation, a 
trust established ' to give such 
scholarships by an Indian million- 
aire of that name. 

The Eg}-plian government plans 
a similar program of scholarships 
for advanced study on this conU- 
nent, and will send one or two stu- 
dents to McGill./ . 

China ha^ sent numbers of stu- 
dents to study in Great Britain and 
the Dominions under rather differ- 
ent circumstances. After the Boxer 
RebeUion at the turn of the century, 
she was forced to pay Britain an 
indemnity! This, was refunded to 
her, on the condition that she use 
it to educate some of her people in 
British universities. Universities in 
the British Isles were inaccessible 
during the war, so a. .number of 
Chinese , students' were sent to Mc- 
Giii." One of thern is ' now working 
for a Ph. D. in Zoology, 

Chile has offered McGiU three 
exchange , scholarships very re- 
cently. Similar^ offers . have come 
from Soutlî"À'merira in the past, 
and a number of South Americans 
have studied at. McGill. It has been 
pointed out that a year's Kholar 
ship to South America might be 
valuable for a gradtiate student 
permitted to do a year of study 
else^^'^ere. South Americans hold 
ing an M.D. degree have come here 
to do resesreh in' -endocrinology 
and other .'fields. 

Thus, in the past , decade McGiU 
has become more cosmopoUtan than 
it was before, and, hopefully, this 
tendency may be expected to con- 



U.B.C. Announces 
Slavonic Courses 

Many new and Interesting courses 
in the Faculty of Arts and Science 
for the 1947-48 . session were an- 
nounced by the President's office 
of the Unlversliy of British Colum- 
bia. 

In Slavonic Studies, four entirely , 
new courses are scheduled: "Basic < 
Polish," "Russian, Second. Course" 
and "Culture of the Slavonic 
Peoples." It is believed that.U3.C. 
is the first university in Canada to 
offer a course in Polish. 

In English a new course on, the 
"History ot the Theatre" wiU be 
given as an expansion of the work- 
ing drama commenced last year. 
Two courses in Canadian History— 
"History of French Canada" and 
"History of Canadian Defence"— 
are among the four aditions to the 
curriculum of the History Depart- 
ment. 

Among the new Physios courses 
to be give'n include "Introduction 
to ''Nuclear Physics and Cosmic 
Rays," "Beta-rays Spectroscopy," 
"Quantum Theory of Wave Fields 
and Elemenatry Particles" and 
"Geophysics."
